In the first place Ro swell is tffe 
mo st selfish city 
o n 
earth—New 
Castle no twithstanding. By that I do 
no t mean that each bu siness man is 
planning, scheming and dev ising to 
try to beat his nex t do o r neighbo r. 
It is no t that kind 
o f 
selfishness, 
rather a 
city -o f-the-who le 
selfish­ 
ness. 
Ro swell bo ldly stands o n the 
highest peak o f self co nfidence and 
defies the wo rld. 
They lau gh at the 
peo ple who 
liv e in New 
Yo rk and 
can’t imagine why in the wo rld any ­ 
bo dy wo u ld waste a life there. 
If 
any bo dy is lo o king fo r a ho me—no 
m atter what the requ irements— they 
say Ro swell is the place.

I gu ess that mo ney is 
all raised and fo rgo tten abo u t by this 
time, and no bo dy has ev en intimated 
that “he wanted to kno w where the 
mo ney went”.

and

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MAINE’S GOVERNOR 


Bart M. Fernald Want# to Be 
Re-elected 
State 
Ex ecutiv e. 


No t Since He Left the Ex ecutiv e Of­ 
fice Has the Co lo nel Co me Out So 
Bo ldly Against the Things He Do es 


No t Admire, and Cro wd Who o ped It 


Up in the Way o f the West fo r the 
Man They Delighted to Hear. 


Denver, Au g. 30.—In the capital of 
Colorado Theodore Roosevelt did more 
smashing than he has done since he 
w’as president. Before the state legis­ 
latu re 
he 
criticised 
two 
decisions 
handed down by the su prem e cou rt of 
the United States. 
In the au ditoriu m 
before a crowd of 20,000 persons he 
gave his most advanced views on the 
su bject of conservation, deploring the 
backwardness of the east and praising 
the west for the strides it has taken. 
He declared that not a single acre of 
ou r pu blic lands shou ld hereafter pass 
into private ownership except for the 
single pu rpose of homestead settle­ 
ment. 
Roosevelt did not attack the ad­ 
ministration. 
In fact, he did not re­ 
fer to it by spoken word. 
He ignored 
Taft and he omitted any reference that 
cou ld possibly l)e constru ed as an in­ 
dorsem ent of what the administration 
has done. 
Colorado legislators who 
have been fighting their own battles 
w ith Governor Shafroth ou t here had 
the opportu nity of hearing the colonel 
rail against the su preme cou rt and 
plead for the more advanced system, 
fie asked them to be progressive, be­ 
cau se he said a great democracy m u st 
be progressive or else fall. 
It was in 
the chamber of the hou se that Mr. 
Roosevelt shou ted that he was against 
the m u ckrakers who accu sed a man 
u nju stly; that he will go the limit in 
condemning the writers of the pu blic 
press who tell u ntru ths abou t political 
and social conditions 
Throu ghou t a day of u nq u estionable 
Roosevelt triu mph the colonel pou red 
his words and notions into willing ears 
and minds. 
Denver was in a recep­ 
tive mood. Robert Speer, a Democrat, 
practically nominated Roosevelt for 
the presidency in 19 12. 
As he intro­ 
du ced Mr. Roosevelt before the au di­ 
ence in the au ditoriu m where Bryan 
w’as nominated for the presidency two 
years ago, Mr. Speer lost control of 
himself in Ids enthu siasm for the col­ 
onel. 
“ May you live to jKu forni the great 
work which the American people ex­ 
pect of you .” the m ayor boomed. “The 
great majority of the Repu blicans in 
the west and a good many Democrats 
will not be silent u ntil they see you 
at the helm again.” 
A roar swept the 
hall. 
Men and women joined in offer­ 
ing to Theodore Roosevelt an ovation 
the like of which he has not heard in 
many days. 
The band played. 
It was 
a straight-from-the-heart ovation, too. 
for the folk of the west and Denver 
especially -’rp mad abou t Roosevelt. 
The most rabid critics of Mr. Roose­ 
velt were stirred by the greeting Den­ 
ver accorded him. 
From morning till 
night he was on his feet. 
The Rocky 
mou ntains in the distance all bu t re­ 
verberated with the whoops of joy 
ejacu lated by the people of this state 
who had traveled miles to be here. 
The militia escorted him throu gh the 
streets. The governor and his officials 
carried him everywhere. 
Garfield and 
Pinchot came along and took in the 
whole show with very evident smiles 
on their faces. 
All along the line the 
noise wou ld have made a boiler works 
seem like the hu sh of death. 
At the entrance to the au ditoriu m 
Roosevelt discovered that Ju dge Lind­ 
say. the magazine writer who has 
ham m ered the corporations and other 
things, was not to be allowed to sit on 
the stage. 
Several persons had ob­ 
jected. 
As soon as the colonel heard 
of this he insisted that the ju dge be 
seated on the stage. 
He said that he 
wou ld not speak u nless the ju dge w’ere 
present. 
The ju dge wTas su mmoned 
“Conservation." the colonel began, 
“does not mean non-u se or non-devel­ 
opment. 
It does not mean tying u p of 
the natu ral resou rces of the states. 
It 
means the u tilization of the resou rces 
u nder su ch regu lation and control as 
will prevent waste, extravagance and 
monopoly, bu t at the same time not 
discou rage, bu t encou rage, su ch u se 
and development as will serve the peo­ 
ple generally.” 
This was a ’good be­ 
ginning apparently, for R1e erow<l m an­ 
ifested its delight a long time. 
Senator Charles J. Hu ghes and Sen­ 
ator Gu ggenheim, on 
the platform, 
looked abou t them 
The two did not 
sit together. 
When Roosevelt told his 
hearers that the coal mines shou ld be 
leased, not sold, and that those who 
mine coal shou ld pay back a part of 
the profit to the people, there was ap­ 
plau se, becau se 
the 
point hit 
the 
mark. 
Senator Gu ggenheim sat still as the 
colonel made this u tterance in connec­ 
tion with the open range: 
“It wou ld 
be a great calamity whose balefu l ef­ 
fect on the average citizen wre can 
scarcely exaggerate, if the 
great sto re 
o f coal and other mineral fu els still 
o wned by the peo ple in Alaska and 
elsew here sho uld pass into unregulat­ 
ed o wnership o f mo no po listic 
co rpo r­ 
atio ns.”

IN FINE CONDITION 


Contractor O'Rourke Tells His 


Plan to President. 


Beverly, Mass., Au g. 30.—President 
Taft sat on the vine-covered veranda 
of his su m m er cottage and heard from 
John F. O’Rou rke of New York the 
sto ry of how, on next Christmas morn 
ing the hu ll of the Maine can be lifted 
clear of the w ater in Havana harbor. 
Mr, O’Rou rke, who wants the contract 
for raising the wreck of the Maine, ex­ 
plained to Mr. Taft that the hu ll can 
be brou ght u p in su ch perfect condi­ 
tion as to permit the whole world to 
determ ine whether the Spanish-Amer- 
ican war was ju stified. 
If Mr. O'Rou : ke’s plan is carried ou t, 
1,000 men wearing the u niform of the 
United 
States will 
man 
the jacks 
which will swing Hie ship’s keel above 
the waves in a cradle of many cables. 
The wreck, for twelve years and a 
half bu ried in the mu d at the bottom 
of the sea, will hang in her steel ham ­ 
mock in exactly the same crippled con­ 
dition that sent her down, and the sol­ 
diers at the jacks, having secu red her 
in her strange mooring, will at last 
recover the bodies of the men who 
were drowned when she sank.

O’Rou rke talked so well that Mr. Taft 
listened to him for an hou r and a half, 
and Secretary of the Navy Meyer, who 
dropped in for a call and heard the 
last hou r of the speech, asked for 
more particu lars. 
“If the war departm ent will act 
promptly and give me the contract,” 
said O'Rou rke. “1*11 have the Maine 
above w ater on Christmas day.”

will look to see when we go to redeem 
the b ill.” 
“I think, Mr. Orm e,” said the secre­ 
tary, “tha t I m ay fairly give you a lit­ 
tle clearer insight into the im portance 
of the papers which you rescu ed for 
u s. 
You have seen stories of the ru ­ 
m ors of negotiations with som e for­ 
eign pow er?” 
“Yes,” said Orme. 
“Bu t, perhaps you have not known 
of the secret b u t aggressive policy 
which Japan has lately adopted to­ 
ward u s. 
The exchange of friendly 
notes a few years ago m ight as well 
not have occu rred. 
If we had done 
nothing to check the tendencies in 
the Pacific, we shou ld have b een a t 
w ar w ithin another year. 
Only a com­ 
plete u nderstanding and definite agree­ 
m ent with some strong nation cou ld 
prevent hostilities. 
The Anglo-Jap- 
anese alliance elim inated G reat B rit­ 
ain as a possib le ally. 
T here w ere 
reasons why it seem ed inadvisab le to 
tu rn to France, for an arrangem ent 
there wou ld involve the recognition of 
Ru ssian 
interests. 
Therefore, 
we 
sou ght an alliance w ith Germany. 
“The Gerrmin am b assador and my­ 
self drafted K treaty last month, with 
the proviso that it m u st b e 
signed 
w ithin a certain period which, as you 
know, will expire w ithin a few min­ 
u tes. 
My illness followed, and with it 
the necessity of com ing to ou r home, 
here. 
I had expected to retu rn 
to 
W ashington last week, b u t as Doctor 
Allison forb ade me to travel for a 
while longer, 1 had the drafts of the 
treaty sent on, and u rged the Germ an 
am b assador to pay me a long-deferred 
visit. 
He and his su ite have 
b een 
here several days, in mu fti. 
“Now, Mr. Orme, this treaty con­ 
cerns two im portant relations—a ju st 
b alance of power in the Pacific and a 
ju st arrangem ent b y which the cou n­ 
tries of Sou th A m erica can b e m ade 
to live u p to their ob ligations. 
I can­ 
not go into details, and it will b e some 
m onths b efore the treaty will b e m ade 
pu b lic—b u t Japan m u st not dom inate 
ou r Pacific trade rou tes, and the Mon­ 
roe doctrine m u st b e applied in su ch 
a m anner that it will not shelter evil 
doers. 
You u nderstand now why Al­ 
catran te and the Japanese m inister 
w ere w orking together.” 
“It is qu ite clear,” said Orme. 
‘T 
don’t wish you to tell me any m ore 
than is advisab le, b u t the Japanese 
m inister said that, if the new treaty 
shou ld lapse, the G erm an governm ent 
wou ld not renew it.” 
“Very tru e,” said 
the 
secretary. 
“The G erm an am b assador is pleased 
with the treaty. 
A fter it had b een 
drafted, how ever, and after his home 
governm ent had agreed to the term s, 
Japan b rou ght pressu re to b ear in 
Germ any. 
The resu lt of this Jap a­ 
nese effort—which contained a cou nter 
proposition for the isolation of R u ssia 
—was tha t the G erm an governm ent 
w eakened—not to the point of disa­ 
vowing the arrangem ent w ith u s, b u t 
in the event of a redrafting of the 
treaty, to the adoption of a less fa- 
yorab le b asis of negotiations, or, pos­ 
sib ly, even to the interposition of su ch 
ob stacles as wou ld m ake a trea ty im­ 
possib le. 
You can see how essential 
these papers w ere to u s. 
T here w as 
not tim e to provide new copies, for 
the lost drafts carried certain seals 
and necessary signatu res which cou ld 
not b e du plicated on short notice.” 
“Did the G erm an am b assador know 
of the loss?” 
Orme was encou raged 
to ask qu estions b y the secretary’s 
ob viou s desire to explain as fu lly as 
he cou ld. 
"No one knew of it, Mr. Orme, ex­ 
cepting my dau ghter and m yself—tha t 
is, no one b esides the Sou th Ameri-

cans and the Japanese. 
It seem ed 
wise to say nothing. 
T here w ere no 
secret sevice mer. a t hand, and even 
if there had b een, I dou b t if 
they

have b u ngled, and, ab ove all else, pu b ­ 
licity had to b e avoided. 
“As things have tu rned ou t, I am 
glad that Poritol set his b u rglar on 
u s when he did; 
otherw ise 
M aku 
wou ld have got the treaty a t the last 
mom ent. 
A lcatrante’s desire to se­ 
cu re a diplom atic advantage over the 
Japanese w7as really the saving of u s.” 
The secretary pau sed. 
H is face 
lighted u p w ith a rare smile. 
“Ab ove 
everything else, Mr. Orme, I thank 
you .” 
He arose and rang for a servant. 
“And now,” he continu ed, “I know 
you will excu se me if I retu rn to my 
gu ests. 
My dau ghter will b ring you 
in presently, so tha t we m ay have the 
pleasu re of m aking you acqu ainted 
w ith them . 
And, of cou rse, you will 
rem ain w ith u s till tom orrow .”
